Tho miliary correspondent of the Globe § 


fas mado some very telling points lately in 
rogard to tho methods by which Tommy 
Atkine‘ie taught musketry, and he has now

some of theas mothods are not the besb 
qualified to encourage shooting under 
gervice conditions. In this category be 
included the subject of judging distance, 
and ho now rejoices to find that his criticiams 
- have boen amply justified by that very com- 
potent soldier, Brigndier-Goneral Pilcher, 
gommanding tho Third Infantry Brigade ab 
Aldershot, In a recent lecture to the 
Aldershot Military Society, tho Goneral 
claimed: that judging. distanto ia in evéry 
way as important a8 musketry, and’ that it 
is a subject which has been much neglected 
in the Army, In bis 
“gecond olnes hot. with a corroct range 
‘will dol 9 great doal wore” damage 
then’ a marksmen with an incorrect 
range. | Ho even went’ further in saying 
that ‘it was o positive disadvantage for 
‘mon to be good shots if they were 
bad judges of distance.” Tho Gérmans
